| Will Not Do It. 


BY RICHARD WEIGHTMAN. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 22.—[{Special.}]—As 
we shall soon hear a great deal about Ven- 
ezuela and this goverhment’'s alleged duty 
to interfere for the protection of American 
citizens and on other grounds, it may be well 
to state the case as it really stands for the 
information of those who wish to know the 
truth. . 

A great deal of confusion prevails in this 
regard. S§killfully prepared versions have 
been set afloat as semi-officia! bulletins from 
the state department, or as the utterances of 
“a high official,” or in some other form likely 
to catch the popular ear and impress the 
popular mind. 


Gloomy Speculations Rife. 

These have been flying about for some 
months past, accompanied’ by gloomy specu- 
lations as to the president’s stock of patience 
and the extent to which the country can con- 
nive at such a situation without compro- 
mising its dignity and honor. 

The indictment against Venezuela ts vague 
enough, though none the less dang:rous on 
that account. We are invited to believe, for 
instance, that President Castro has de- 
liberately defrauded Venesuela’s creditors 
under the award of The Hague tribunal. 
There is a general suggestion that he has 
juggled the revenues so as to procure a de-’ 
faleation, converting the funds to his own 
use and impudently defying the most respect- 
ful protests of his victims. 

We are given to understand, moreover, that 
the asphalt company, an American organ- 
ization of great worth and virtue, has been 
brutally defrauded and oppressed and is now 
about to be robbed through the agency of 
corrupt Venezuelan courts acting under Cas- 


| tro’s malign influence. 


Finally, our attention is called to the fact 
that the United States minister at Caracas is 
on disagreeable terms with the government 
there, and this circumstance is paraded as 
unanswerable proof of Castro’s bad faith to 
the world at large and his treacherous hos- 
tility to our people in particular. 


Bowen Friendly in the Past. 

All of which, ingeniously contrived to pre- 
Sent a case of cause and effect, has greatly 
impressed public opinion, for, as everybody 
knows, Minister Bowen is a strong, fair 

clear 


Venezuela in the past, and was, in fact, 
chosen by President Castro to manage that 
country’s case before The Hague court of 
arbitration. 

Clearly, it would seem, Venezuela must 
have acted with extreme impropriety—to-say 
the least—if Mr. Bowen is now convinced of 
Castro’s perfidy and so resentful that he has 
practically ceased to be persona grata at the 
capital. Altogether it is a specious presenta- 
tion—so much so, indeed, that one is nearly 
persuaded to ignore the fact that it consists 
chiefly of whispers, innuendoes, and cunning- 
ly contrived conjunctions. 

The truth if, however, that the whole struc- 
ture topples into suspicion, if not contempt, 
when we learn that Mr. Bowen's disagree- 
ment with Castro has nothing whatever to do 
with the alleged evasions of The Hague 
award or the alleged persecution of the 
asphalt trust. The quarrel arose out of an 
offensive article in one of the Venezuelan 
newspapers, aimed at Mr. Bowen personally, 
and having no sort of reference to national 
or public matters. | 


Diplomat Sincere in Strife. 

Mr. Bowen and President Castro differed 
as to the methods that should be employed 
for the former's protection, and the conflict 
has grown bitter with time. I know nothing 
of the merits of the case. 

As it happens, however, I know Mr. Bowen 
well enough to feel quite ‘sure that his 
grievance is perfectly sincere and conscien- 
tious. He is a strong, courageous, high spir- 
ited nan, with slight capacity for patient 
submission to affront. and I readily follow 
the evolution of an angry explosion out of 
such combustible elements. . 

But this does not involve Mr. Bowen in 
the outside conspiracy aga!nst Venezuela, or 
commit him to approval of the accusations 
or the strength of which certain interests 
would have the United States adopt hostile 
measures of discipline and demonstration. 
As a matter of fact, there is absolutely noth- 
ing to show that he believes Venezuela is 
acting in bad faith toward either her cred- 
jiors or her concessioners. 


_ Asphalt Trust Is Blamed. 

So far as concerns the asphalt trust peo- 
ple, indeed, I can say with confidence thaf 
he had no sympathy with them, up to a re- 
cent date, but believed they had forfeited 
whatever rights they may ever have pos- 
sessed by acts of default upon their charter 
obligations and by acts of war against the 
de facto government during the Matos insur- 
rection. 

He is familiar with the history of the trust 
in both countries—knows that it despoiled 
credulous persons here of millions of dollars 
before going into bankruptcy, and that it is 
clearly open to the proceedings that have 
been taken by Venezuela to sequester its 
property on the ground of gross delinquency. 
Furthermore, he knows that Castro, so far 
from seeking snap judgment against them in 
his own courts, has frequently invited them 
to take the case into American courts by 
ostentatiously seizing the asphalt they claim 
‘as theirs and sending it to New York for 
sale in the open market. 

Mr. Bowen may have his quarrel with 
President Castro, and he is probably war- 
ranted therein, but that is not enough to 
make him an ally of the asphalt trust or to 
class him with the sympathizers of that as- 
tonishing corporation. 


No Business in America. 

To understand this case clearly it is neces- 
sary to set the Bowen-Castro contention en- 
tirely aside and appraise it on its merits thus 
disassociated. Whether or not Venezuela 
has swindled her European creditors is a 
question of fact easily_settied, but no busi- 
ness of ours in any case. Whether or not 
Venezuela has mistreated the asphalt trust 
is another question of fact specifically re- 
ferred to the courts of that country by the 
terms of the concession. The asphalt people 
have no rights save those obtained from

Warrant was issued tonight the arrest 
of O. A. Baker of Marion, a former state 
senator, charged with giving.a bribe of $100 
to Representative Ananias Baker of Fulton 
and Cass counties, to vote against the anti- 
cigaret bill. Search for the alleged briber 
and head of the tobacco lobby developed that 
he had left the gity in haste. 

The action which led to the issuing of the 
warrant followed a sensational scene in the 
house. When the Parks anti-cigaret bill 
came up in the house Ananias Baker, in ex- 
plaining his vote, opened a sealed letter 
which he declared had been sent to him by 
“the cigaret trust,” and took out a hundred 
dollar bill, which he waved before the aston- 
ished members. He charged that he had

SCOTCH VERDICT FOUND: 


London Papers Wrathy Over Reported 


Decision of the Commission. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


LONDON, Feb. 22.—All unofficial reports 
of the conclusions of the North sea commis- 
sion concur in stating that Admira] Baron 
von Spaun, the Austrian commissione® 
with Rear Admira! Davis, the American com- 
missioner, was appointed to draw up the re- 
port, says that Admiral] Rojestvensky was 
justified in firing, believing his fleet was in 
danger, and that under the circumstances he 
was right to act as he did. 


These reports are believed here. No refer- 


ence was made to the presence or absence of 
Japanese torpedo boats in the North sea, 
which, it will be recalled, the Russians main- 
tained they saw attacking or preparing to 
attack their ships. 

One account says that Admiral von Spaun 
and Rear Admiral Davis conferred with 
Capt. Winterhailter of the Austrian navy be- 
fore drawing up the final report. 


London Press Is Angry. : 
While London newspapers, in their edito- 


rial comment; generally profess it is neces- 
sary to await the official report before a 
final opinion is reached, most of them admit 
the disappointment, and some betray angry 


indignation. 


The Standard, which is among the most 


moderate, says that as Great Britain assent- 
ed to the court’s constitution, it will be as 
futile as it will be ungracious to complain 
because the verdict does not accord with 
reasonable expectations, 
apparently implied respecting the rights of 
warships may well inspire some uneasiness 
for the future.

He worked al] dur- 
ing the summer, and:in September began to 
experience severe headaches and pains in the 
region of the cut. He kept on working.

Last Monday. he finished the 
proofs of this book, and two others. 

“ Several weeks ago, when an operation be- 
came imperative,” said one of his assistants 
yesterday, “ Dr. Harper calculated he could 
put his affairs in condition for some one else 
to take charge of them by a certain date.

His majesty sanctioned certain 
concessions ® regard to press censorship, 
freedom of worship, and exemption from po- 
lice search except in special cases. He also 
declared his unalterable adherence to the 
present imperial policy. 


. More Rioting at Baku. 
There has been more bloody work at Baku, 
in Transcaucasia, the chief center of the 
petroleum trade, but few details have been 
received here. Riot, murder,. and arson 
reigned supreme for many hours. ‘ts 
The authorities made little if any attempt 
to suppress the disorders, whether because 


is unknown. It now is announced that the 
military officials this morning received au- 
thority to suppress the lawtessness; and as 
soon as possible measures were taken to 
restore order. The announcement nalvely 
adds:

Enor- 
mous damage was done to property by the 
rioters. 

_ | Actual Revolution Reported. . 

According to mail reports received from 
Batoum, racial disorders in the Caucasus 
have developed into actual revolution in the 
cities of Batoum, Pati, and Kutais, at the 
eastern end of the Black sea, under the lead 
of Armenians, who have set up a form of 
provisional government. It is impossible to 
secure direct confirmation of these reperts, 
but according to one letter the Armenian 
faction succeeded in making prisoners of 
most of the officials and shutting up the offi- 
cefs and some of the troops in the barracks, 
and, aided to some extent by reservists, took 
the government into their own hands.

but simply another manifestation of racial 
feeling between Armenians and Tartars.

All 
must arrive at the monastery by 10:30 
o'clock, a. m. 

The police are extremely nervous concern- 
ing the safety of the imperial family tomor- 
row at the funeral of Grand Duke Sergius 
in Moscow. They tried to dissuade Grand 
Duke Viadimir from leaving-his residence 
to attend memorial service at Tsarskoe 
Selo, assuring him the terrorists had sworn 
to assassinate him. The grand duke, never- 
theless, insisted upon attending. The police, 
therefore, begged his wife to influence him, 
but she refused to advise anything sugges- 
tive of cowardice, and she accompanied her 
husband, 


LAST LOOK AT REMAINS. 
MOSCOW, Feb; 22.—‘The public was admit- 
ted today for the last tims to view the re- 
mains of Grand Duke Sergius, long lines of 
people defiling rapidly through the chapel of 
the Chaudoff monastery and past the coffin. 
Fragments of the grand duke’s head have 
been collected and placed in 4 silver recep- 
tacle resting on the coffin. The autopsy on 
the body of the coacimar of Grand Duke 
Sergius showed that bits of the carriage 
and of his clothing had been driven into 
his spine and kidneys. causing blood poison-

WARSAW, Feb. 22.—Traffic on the Vienna 
railway has been entirely suspended since 
early this afternoon, the entire fo of em- 
ployés, including telegraphists, having joined 
in the strike Not a single train is léaving 
Warsaw's great terminus, which is guarded 
by a strong force of gendarmes keeping 
back the crowds clamoring for opportunities 
to leave the city Two regiments of infantry 
are guarding the interior of the station, the 
yards, and buildings. 

Chiefs of the engineering department act- 
ing as firemen and engineers attempted to 
run trains into Warsaw from outside points, 
but none succeeded in reaching the city, hav- 
ing been held up somewhere along the line.

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 22.—Although the 
party which is advocating peace as the only 
egress from the present situation contin- 
ues to gain strength, nothing has actually 
been decided and no move has yet been made. 
It is officially maintained that Russia's at- 
titude is unchanged. At the foreign office 
not the slightest encouragement is given 
to. the péace talk. On the contrary, it Is 
affirmed as strongly as ever that Japan 
must propose terms, while at the same time 
p es admitted that it is inconceivable that 

can offer cénditions dcceptable to 
Russia, and that, therefore, the war must 
go on to a conclusion. 

The idea of a complete Russian victory is | 
not harbored, but it is insisted that Russia 
is not beaten, and will not be beaten until 
Gen. Kouropatkin is decisively worsted by 
Gen. Oyama, and the fate of Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky’s squadron is determined. The 
main consideration entering into the cal-— 
culations of the uncomp ising advocates 
of a prosecution of the war is that Japan's 
financial resources must become exhausted 
long before Russia's. 


What Paris Hears. 

PARIS, Feb. 22.—Russia has not given any 
indication to France that she is ready to 
take up the question of peace and therefore 
the authorities here do not feel qualified to 
discuss the St. Petersburg reports giving the 
precise terms. The reports are explained 
substantially as follows: 

The peace sentiment has lately been steadily 
augmenting throughout Russia, particularly 
outside of St. Petersburg, and within recent 
days some of the most influential personages 
in St. Petersburg have come out favorable 
to peace and have sought to impress re- 
sponsible officials that the time has arrived 
to take definite action. However, those hav- 
ing the chief responsibility, such as Foreign 
Minister Lamsdorff, have not yet shown will-+ 
ingness to accept peace arguments. 


Peace Talk Engages London. 

CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Feb. 23.—The peace puzzle is 
the uppermost topic of conversation among 
the politicians, diplomats, and newspapers of 
Europe. The terms set forth in a dispatch 
from St. Petersburg are not regarded serious- 
ly, largely for reasons pointed out by Baron 
Suyematsu. 

In an interview the baron said Corea al- 
ready is under Japanese suzerainty and Por: 
Arthur and the Liaotung peninsula already 
are in Japanese hands. They also hold the 
greater part of the Chinese Eastern railway. 
Therefore these places are not at Russia’s 
disposal. Making Vladivostok a neutral port 
with the open door is meaningless, he says, as 
it already is a trading port. Although it is 
fortified it is a question whether it will be 
dismantled. 

.“* The strangest suggestion of all,” he con- 
tinued, “‘ was that Russia should hold Man- 
churia, north of Harbin. She thus gains by 
her defeat, retaining double what she would 
restore to China.” 

As regards the payment of indemnity the 
baron asked why Russia should not pay one, 
adding that she is well able to do so. The 
baron declared he did not believe the mika- 
advisers had _ formulated even approxi- 
mate terms, but certainly Japan’s terms be- 
come more exacting with the progress of 
time. 

Meantime peace talk fills the air, although 
the time and manner of ending hostilities are 
as far from being known as ever. 


Groping for a Way Out~ 

BERLIN, Feb. 22.~—That the Russian em- 
peror has actually determined to seek peace 
does not appear to be known here officially, 
but this court has been aware that the em- 
peror’s mind has been wavering between 
peace and a continuance of the war. What 
Emperor Nicholas has so far decided to do 
seems to be to request of France to ask the 
British foreign office to inquire of Japan 
what terms might be expected were Russia 
to propose peace—that is to say, the prelim- 
inary steps are to be taken by the seconds. 
Russia will thus be able to refuse to open 
negotiations if Japan’s terms are exorbitant. 


Thinks Talk Premature. 
VIENNA, Feb. 22.—The announcement of 
the possibility of peace In the far east pub- 
lished here today was received with much 
satisfaction in diplomatic circles, but it is 
believed that. possibly the universal hope 
may have resulted in premature expressions.

Peace with 
Japan and reform at home are said to be the 
things recommended to the czar by the 
kaiser.

vicinity of Madagascar cannot possibly hope | 
to cope with the strong force of Japanese 

warships now said to be in the Indian ocean 

on the hunt for the Russians. Furthermore, 

it is not on the cards nor among the possi- 

bilities that any great victory on land can 

come to the Russians until they have been 

largely reinforced. 


Discuss Basis of Peace. 

It was fortunate for the interests of peace 
that an informal understanding between the 
United States, Great Britain, and Germany 
should have been arrived at just before the 
assassination of the grandduke. This under- 
standing undoubtedly was furnished to the 
Russian foreign office either by Ambassador 
Cassini from Washington or directly by Am- 
bassador McCormick at St. Petersburg. As 
a result, when the grand duke was killed and 
when the revolution was revived, the czar 
had fresh in his memory the fact that the 
three great outside powers had agreed on 
the basis of settlement amonk themselves 
which inflicted no humiliation on Russia and 
which afforded but little triumph to Japan. 
It was entirely natural, therefore, for the 
czar to turn to these three great powers. 

I am told that the suggestion by the Ger- 
man emperor was conveyed in person to the 
czar, and that he in turn accepted it as a 
basis of peace, which was immediately ap- 
proved by France, and that from Paris the 
change of mind of the czar’s government was 
communicated to London and thence to 
Washington. Certain it is that exchanges 
have taken place between this country, 
Great Britain, France, Germany, and Rus- 
sia,;and by the time these lines are read the 
situation also will be understood in the for- : 
eign office of Japan. 


Protocol, Then Treaty. 
Diplomats here say that the actual terms of 
peace are not important until after an agree- 
ment has been reached that the two belliger- 
ent nations will accept the friendly inter- 
vention of other powers. After that point is 
reached the terms of peace can be e the 
basis of negotiation. The war between 
Spain and the United States practically was 
ended in August, 1898, when the original 
protocol was signed, but the treaty of peace 
was not signed for months afterwards, al- 
though, of course. in the meanwhile hostili- . 
ties were suspended. It is believed similar 
procedure readily can be followed between 
Japan and Russia, and fighting can be 
stopped in a few days, leaving the settlement 
of the eastern question to be determined 
later on. 

It goes without saying that the principal 
European nations and the United States will 
insist on having a hand in any territorial ad- 
justment in the far east. Neither the victor 
nor the. vanquished will be permitted under 
any circumstances to recoup itself for the 
losses of war by slicing off any portion of the 
Chinese empire. 

In view of tne conciliatory spirit manifested 
at St. Petersburg. regarding the war, it is 
believed here that a preliminary truce be- 
tween Japan and Russia may be signed in the 
near future. leaving actual peace to be set- 
tled upon as a result of the genera! concert. 


Japan to Retain Port Arthur. 


The published reports as to the possible 
basis of peace are but little more than sum- 
maries of suggestions made at informa] talks 
in Washington a few weeks ago between the 
representatives of Germany, Great Britain, 
and the United States. Japan will insist upon 
the retention of Port Arthur. The great 
powers will concede this, and the probability 
is that Russia will agree to it. Japanization 
of the Liaotung peninsula is, of course, in- 
dispensable to the transfer of Port Arthur. 
Corea is regarded by Japan as absolutety 
indispensable to the integrity of the island 
empire, because, if Russia or any other coun- 
try should hold Corea, it would have a con- 
stant base of operations against Japan. The 
disposition seems to be to make Corea semi-. 
independent, but to recognize the practica] 
protectorate of Japan over the kingdom. 

It is not proposed to give Japan any hoid 
in Manchuria except to define its possession 
of the strip of territory along the line of the 
railroad north of Port Arthur sufficient to 
give it control of that highway. This raji- 
road bekt it is explained naturally would pe 
similar to the canal zone held by the United 
States on the isthmus. Manchuria asa whole 
will be restored to China. Viadivostok would 
remain Russian and continue to be the east- 
ern terminus of the Siberian railroad, put 
with some guarantee regarding its use as an 
open port, free of access to all nations. 

It is not believed by diplomats here that 
the indemnity question will be an important 
one In the long run.

Republican Central Committee 
+» Sends Out Detectives to 
Investigate. 


AIM TO PREVENT FRAUDS. 
James Pease Declares Colonization 
Is an Evil to Be Grap- 

pled With. 


Nearly 150.detectives sent out by the re 
publican central committee will subject 
Chicago lodging houses to such an investiga- 
tion as they never before have seen. James 
Pedse, chairman of the committee on the 
prevention and detection of fraud, made final 
arrangements yesterday for the overhauling 
of the districts in the First. Second, Seven- 
teenth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth, and Twenty- 
first wards as a precaution before the spring 
municipal election. 

Thirty men already are at work, and it was 
announced yesterday the others would be 
scrutinizing the lodging houses before an- 
other week, and continue until election. — 


Detectives to Pose as Lodgers. 
Each of the detectives, some of whom will 
powe as lodgers, will secure the following 
data: 


Name of every man, women, and child in the 


‘Number of voters. 

Registration at last spring and fall elections. 

Length of residence of each person. ; 

Sige of building and capacity. — 

‘Size and number of rooms. 

This data will be compared later with re- 
ports made by the lodging house keepers to 


! the county clerk and election commigsioners, 


as they are required by state law. 

Ali the information will be written on cards 
@specially designed for that purpose. These 
will have spaces for data for the years from 
1904 to 2908 and will be kept at republican 
headquarters for comparison. . 

.. Pease Talks of Colonization. 

“ There are between 1,700 and 1,800 lodging 
Chicago,’” said Mr. Pease, “ and 
in -all the larger ones colonization undoubt- 
edly is Tesorted to at every election. The 
occupants of these lodging houses are tran- 
sient. They move from day to day. Yet 
there rarely is an instance where in a build- 
ing containing 500 persons the full number is 
not registered. 

"Phe law requires that the keepers shall 
furnish to the election commissioners thirty 
days béfore an election the name of every 
voter, and that means the name of every 
occupant. It does not matter to the lodging 
house keeper or the ward boss that every 
ane of these men has left town the next day 
after election. His successor votes the name

PHILADELPHIA’S CITY PARTY IS 
WURSING A SORE HEAD. . 


Overwhelmingly Defeated in. City 
Election by “Windmill of Machine” 
—Ministers Busy in Campaign, but 
Old Gang Gets In Its Work--Bogus 
Ballots Cast by Bushel—Repeaters 
Drilled to Vote 50,000 Times — 
Thugs Beat the Watchers.

The ministers blew blasts from the pulpits 
against the gang and demanded the resig- 
nation of Mr. Smyth, director of the depart-.

‘The latter wrote letters to the com- 
mittee of eight ministers and made his fa- 
mous shuffle of police that put the Tenderloin 
bluecoats, from Meutenant dow® to turr 
keys, into outlying sections and brought the 
rural police into the region of vice, gilded and 
otherwise. 

There was consternation in the gang’s 
ranks. The democrats made overtures to 
the city party leaders, offering support of its 
candidates if fusion were granted. The re- 
formers would not have it. “‘ The democrats 
are politicians,”” wrete John C. Winston, 
chairman of the committee of seventy, the 
central organization of the reformers. Win- 
ston was directing the campaign from Palm 
Beach, Fla. which practical politicians 


thought was a mistake. 


Durham Gets His Repeaters. 


Then Durham was sent for and returned 
hastily. Preparations immediately were be- 
gun for crushing the reformers. Repeaters 
were drilled to cast the 50,000 bogus votes 
which the gang always has in storage. A 
dicker was made with the democrats. Money 
flowed like language from Tom Lawson's 
mouth. The mayor was stiffened up to hurl 
defiance at the ministers and on the eve of 
the election the gang sat at its ballot boxes, 
already packed with fraudulent votes, and 
the repeaters, housed with kegs of beer and 
whisky, made exceeding merry. 

From the first the city party did not have 
a show for its money. Inthe notorious Fifth 
ward, controlled by Harbor Master Maloney; 
in the Tenth ward, where the boss is Con- 
tractor MecNicholis; in the district in the 
Twenty-ninth, where “ Pete’’ Smith rules; 
in the Thirty-second, the home of thugs; and 
in Frankford, the carnival of ballot de- 
bauchery began with the opening of the polls, 
In the really black wards, like the Seventh 
and Eighth, controlled by Durham and 
* Buck” Devlin, the negroes were driven 
up to the polis like sheep. “‘ Each nigger is 
good for five votes at least,’’ was the motto 
there. Despite the election laws in each of 
these wards, bottles of whisky were in the 
polling places and everywhere else. Kegs 
of beer were in cellars for the workers. 
Drunken men were everywhere. 


Thugs Beat the Watchers. 

When it came time for the repeaters to 
heave in sight the city party watchers either 
were beaten by thugs or arrested on trumped 
up charges and were taken to prison by the 
grateful police. A gang of 100 repeaters ap- 
peared at the Fourth division polling place 
in Seventeenth ‘street, above Girard avenue, 
early in the morning. When some of them 
were challenged by the city party watchers 
a fight started between toughs backed by 
the police and some university students 
were serving as detectives for the com 
of seventy. The thugs won. 

Conditions were the same everywhere. 
Everywhere the police worked in codperation 
with the repeaters and the gang. By all the 
tricks known to corrupt politics the reformers 
were overwhelmed and the biggest majority 
in years rolled up for the machine. 


Vote Is 151,654 to 36,806. 


Here is a comparison. Gillespie led the 
republican magistrates with a vote of 151,- 
654, and Wrigley brought up the rear with 
131,054. Magistrate Jermon for the city 
party led the reformers with a vote of 36,806, 
and the rest of the reformers averaged 
around 30,000. 

The city party today charges gross fraud 
and has started to collect evidence. 

The reformers will issue warrants in all 
cases where the evidence seems strong 
enough to warrant conviction. They an- 
nounced also the intention of organizing at 
once for the fall campaign. It is conceded 
this election, with its disfranchisement of 
citizens, is only the beginning of the trouble 
in Philadelphia.

ALIVE TO DENY REPORT. 


Belden Avenue Baptist 


Pastor of the 
ment Taken to Newspaper, Has 
Passed Awsay—Minister Has Re- 
ceived Letters and Cards Threaten- 
ing and Warning Him-—Believes 

All Come from an Enemy. 


The death notice of the Rev. Myron W. 
Haynes, pastor of the Belden Avenue Baptist 
church, was published yesterday afternoon, 
but the Rev. Mr. Haynes announced to his 
congregation in the evening that he was alive 
and well. The notice, it is believed, was 
published by some enemy of his, by a 
“ crank,” or by a demented person. Four 
anonymous letters, some of which contained 
threats and others warnings, have been re- 
ceived by the minister recently, the last ar- 
riving yesterday morning. 

Not until an afternoon newspaper made in- 
quiry by telephone at the home of the Rev. 
Mr. Haynes as to the time set for the fu- 
néral were the facts discovered by him. A 
messenger, who represented that he came 
from Mrs. Haynes, paid for the death notice 
in the regular routine. 


Paper Wants Details. 


It was because of his prominence, as presi- 
dent of the Illinois Baptist state convention, 
with 125,000 members, president of Shurtleff 
colitege of Alton, Ill, and dean of tne Baptist 
ministers of Chicago, where he has been a 
preacher for seventeen years, that more in- 
formation was sought. 3 

All evening the telephone bell at the 
Haynes residence was jingling, anxious 
friends who had seen the news of his death 
calling up in consternation to offer their 
services and condolences. Mr. Haynes him- 
self answered and reassured them. 


“Slanderous”’ Letter Received. 


received the Rev. Mr. Haynes refuséd to ex- 
hibit. He said that in it there wasa warning 
that certain deacons of his church would do 
him injury. This, he said, was too ridiculous 
and slanderous to be given consideration. 
The others, however, were written in a 
hand evidently disguised with great pains. 
‘Words were misspelled with labored effort to 
make them appear to have been written by an 
uneducated person. One was as follows: 
Look out for your deacons. You have wronged 
me and will settle it with you VERY SOON. 

An unsigned postal card, in a different 
hand, was as follows: 

O, haynes, I never heard you preach like you 
did last Sunday. I wish my daughter could have 
heard you. Prey for her. O, Haynes, please do. 

A letter, which sounds more like the com- 
munication of a demented pergon than dothe 
others, was as follows: 

You will have reumitism if you have your hair 
cut so short again. You look like a prisiner es- 
caped from jail. . 


Minister Discusses Case. 


“I believe a man sent the rational commu- 
nications,’’ said Mr. Haynes. Mrs. Haynes 
is away, one son is in school in Boston, an- 
other in Detroit, and a daughter is in Shurt- 
leff college. I fear the report of my death 
may have reached them and caused them 
needless alarm. 

“ This is not the first time I have received 
ahonymodus letters. I caught the sender of 
another lot years ago. I know there is no 
one in my church who would have played 
such a joke.”’ 

A trustee of the Belden Avenue church said 
that there was not one in the congregation 
who did not have the highest regard for 
Mr. Haynes. ‘He said he could offer no solu- 
tion of the mystery.

Springfield, Ill., 22,—{Special. |—Sen- 
ator John Humphrey stirred up a little breeze 
in the senate charter committee today and 
blew the municipal courts bill, which the 
committee had reported out yesterday, back 
for further consideration. It looks as if the 
Gilbert-Miller-Wlilson-Tuley measure had 
seen its best days in the senate, and soon 
would be no more. 

The breeze that Humphrey started not only 
blew the bill back, but it is fanning a substi- 
tute measure which is likely to lack the Com- 
mon Pleas court idea of the original bill, and 
be considerably more like the McMurdy- 
Carter-Mason measure. 

Humphrey Has a Grudge. 

What got Humphrey started on the war- 
path was the fact that in recommending out 
the original bill the committee had disre- 
garded the municipal courts bill which he 
himself introduced. When he discovered 
that this as well as the McMurdy-Carter- 
Mason bill had been ignored, he investigated 
the attendance at the committee meeting 
which took the action.

Springfield, lil, Feb. 22.—{Special.]—West- 
ern Starr, who has represented many dis- 
charged city employés in trials before the 
Chicago civil service commission, appear2d 
at the joint meeting of the house and senate 
civil service committees and attacked the 
Norden bill, which has been reported out by 
the house committee. 

One of Starr’s objections was to the pro- 
vision allowing the discharge of employ@ 


without trial. 

“ The so-called Norden bill,"’ he said, “ is 
an attempt to carry out the platform of the . 
party and still preserve the spoils system. It 
would weaken civil service in Chicago be- | 
cause it would weaken the respect of the peo- 
ple of the state for civil service. We shauid 
not go backward. It is a shame for Lilinois 
to wallow in the mire after having had a good 
law in Chicago. Weak laws set us back 
twenty years, and this lawis weak. Any law 
ise weak which does not allow a suspended 
employé a fair chafice for an impartial trial.’’ 

Mr. Starr declared the law even in Chicago 
is within the reach of spoilemen and poli- 
ticlans. “I can frame a law beyond the 
reach of politicians,”” he said. “I know a 
case in which the head of a department in- 
timated where his subordinates could buy 
mining stock. All but one took the hint. and 
bought. That one wasdischarged.. Soon aft- 
erward the head of the department turned 
$900 into the campaign fund. We must have 
a thorough investigation of allcharges. Put 
that provision in the bill and I'll support it.”’

TIGHT HARD ROADS BILL. 


FARMERS AGAINST MEASURE TO 
BE INTRODUCED TODAY. 


Committee Will Go Into Six Sections 
of Illinois to Try to Explain Away 
Objections — Declare Deneen Has 
Been “Gold Bricked” by Politicians, 
Who Are Trying to “Work” State 
on Contracts for Sale ef Stone— 
‘+Alps”’ Figure im Story.

. Springfield, Feb. 
Deneen’s favorite measure, the hard roads 
bill, probably will be introduced tomorrow 
morning by Representative Magill, chairman 
of the special committee. The measure was 


, prepared by the hard roads commission and 


provides for the appointment of a permanent 
comnrission of thrte members, with the right 


‘to employ a state engineer and other en- 


gineering assistants to do the state’s share 
of the work. 

The introduction of the bill will be the start 
of the most comprehensive committee work 
undertaken this session. The ‘ representa- 
tives propose to carry the measure into at 
léast Six sections of the state, where it is 
to be explained and where objections will 
be heard. 

Danger for Administration. 


It is agreed this measure is the most dan- 
gerous one that Gov. Deneen hase become 
identified with Already farmers are fe- 
ferring to it as the “ hard roads conspiracy,” 
and the unanimity with which they have con- 
demned it has been surprising to some legis- 
lators who look upon good roads as a greatly 
needed gtaie reform. 

The farmers are convinced a clique of poll- 
ticians “ has sold the governor a gold brick ”’ 
and is attempting to use him to “ work ” the 
state on contracts for the gale of stone. It 
is charged that the “ Alpe" along the drain- 
age canal are to be scattered over the state 
to make money for the proprietors of the 
quarries. 

This idea is erroneous, but it will take pro- 
1 longed argument to convince the farmers 
that the measure intends only to provide good 
roads for communities wanting them, an@ 
does not alm for a minute to force them @n 
unwilling townships. 

Fear “Alps” May Be Used. 

The chargé that the drainage canal “‘ Alps” 
are to be used in the construction of the roads 
is based on the fact that the road commis- 
sioners advised the use of such stone as might 
be found “in or near the penitentiaries.”’ 

The southern Illinois penitentiary at Ches- 
ter has unlimited stone quarries within its 
stockade, and since the new prison industries 
law went into effect it has sent out 1,000 
carloads of crushed stone to townships within 
a radius of 150 miles for road building. This 
has been furnished free of charge and at a 
cost of $2,000 a montii to the state. Now, 500 
convicts, more than half of the inmates, are 
working in the quarries.

WHY THE JAPANESE WIN. | 
A dispatch from Mukden states that the 
Russians have captured a secret order is- 
sued by Gen. Oku. Secret orders often be- 
tray valuable information to the captors, 
Gen. Oku’s order shows why the Japanese 
have been so uniformly successful against 
the Russian armies. 
The Russian soldier who captured this 
letter must have laid it with great pride be-, 
fore his superiérs. Possibly he expected 
promotion in reward. Imagine the sup- 
pressed excitement in the tent of the Rus-. 
sian general when the interpreter was called 
in to translate the document. 
The order read asfollows:” 
~ “ Throughont all fights all, from the chief’ 
“to the last soldier, have done their duty. 
“ Nevertheless, we have not yet been able 
“to thoroughly defeat the enemy. The most 
“ difficult and heaviest fighting is yet before 
“os, and the end of the war is far t. 
“ Let commanders instruct subordinates that 
“ any hesitation or irresolution increases the 


“It is, therefore, imperative to advance with 
“ determination. Commanders must punish 
“the unworthy without the slightest mercy. 
“There must be no following personal in- 
“clinations except in the strict ling of 
“ duty.” 

The order shows why the Japs win battles. 
It discloses more than deep laid plans and 
clever tactics. It reveals the spirit which 
animates the entire Japanese army, navy, 
and nation. To the Russian commanders 
who will reflect upon the secret instructions 
of Gen. Oku, the captured order may be of 
| considerable value. 


PROSPECTS OF PEACE. ‘ 
The unbiased observer has been of the 
opinion for some months that Russia had 
nothing to gain but much to lose by the 
prolongation of ‘the war. So long as Japan 
retains that control of the seas which there 
is no probability Russia will be able to 
wrest from her, it is idle to talk of driving 
the Japanese out of Manchuria and Corea. 
Russia cannot keep supplied over the trans- 


4 siberian road armies large enough for that 


task. 

Probably when the ezar said immediately 
after the fall of Port Arthur that the war 
must go on until the Russian armies and 
fleets had won victories, he meant what 
he said. But the situation has changed 
since then. Russia is rent by economic and 
political strife. It has become necessary to 
end the war in the orient and give exclusive 
attention to the task of securing peace at 
home. 

A St. Petersburg dispatch gives terms of 
peace which it is said will be acceptable to 
| Russia. Five points are specified, the first 
and second being that Corea shall be placed 
under Japanese suzerainty and Port Ar- 
thur and the Liaotung peninsula cede@ to 
Japan. ‘This is bowing to the inevitable. 
Japan has Corea and Port Arthur and will 
not give them up. | 

The third point is that Vladivostok be de- 
elared a neutral port with an open door. 
Probably the Japs do not care whether 
that is. done or not. They. have no high 
opinion of the value of Russian open doors. 

The fourth point is that the eastern Chi- 
nese railroad, which runs from Port Arthur 
to Harbin, be placed under neutral interna- 
tional administration, and the fifth that 
Manchuria as far as Harbin be regarded 
as an integral part of the Chinese empire.

They were exceedingly smart young men, |

Of Nicholas Nicholaivitch it merely need 
be said that he is regarded both in Russia 
and abroad, particularly in military circles 
at Berlin, as the finest cavalry commander 
in the world. Devoted to soldering, he has 
kept efitirely aloof from politics, and, find- 
ing himself through the extravagance of his 
father without fortune, contracted a 
morganatic marriage with the colossally 
rich and beautiful widow of a Moscow tea 
mercham, with whom he lives happily, his: 
career having been singularly free from s¢an- 
dal and his integrity beyond suspicion. 


Hig cousin, Nicholas Michaeliovitch, is an 
entirely different kind of prince, and is re- 
garded with the same ill will and distrust at 
the ‘court of St. Petersburg as that with 
‘which Philippe Egalite, duke of Orleans, 
was lookea upon at the court of Versailles. 
Even as a boy he never got along well with 
his playmates of the nobiliary class or with 
his cousins and relatives of the same age, and 
on growing up to manhood developed not 
only remarkable aptitude for military af- 
| fairs but likewise a sympathy for political 
doctrines of the most advanced character. 
Of co he served in the Turko-Russian 
war, and received, like every other grand 
duke who had been under fire in that cam- 
paign, the Russian order of St. George and 
the Prussian order “ Pour le Merite.” But 
the latter is the only German order that he 
possesses, and he is almost alone among the 
members of his house to be without the 
Prussian order of the Black Hagle, an in- 
Gication, therefore, that he is regarded with 
. the same ill will by the present kaiser as 
he was by old Emperor William. 

After the war he was transferred to the 
Chevalier gardes regiment at St. Peters- 
burg, of which the widowed empress was 
the colonel in chief. But he proved so 
uncongenial a comrade to his fellow offi- 
‘cers, gave expression to political ut’ >r- 
ances of so revolutionary and socialistic a 
character that at length the regimental 
commander invoked the intervention of the 
empress, asking for the grand duke’s trans- 
fer to some other corps, as the situation 
had become absolutely irftolerable. The 
ezarina informed her husband about the 
matter, and Alexander IIl., who disliked 
this “‘red"’ cousin of his, sent him off to 


There Nicholas distinguished himself by 
gathering around him all the malcontents of 
the district, which, as is well known, in- 
cludes many of the members of the old 
princely and noble houses of the Caucasus, 
elements, indeed, that are notoriously watch- 
ing for a propitious moment to rise against 
Russian rule fer the purpose of recovering 
their national independence. About eighteen 
months ago the command of the army corps 
at Tiflis became vacant and both military 
seniority and his rank as a grand duke en- 
titled Nicholas to the post. But neither the 
present emperor nor his advisers consid- 
ered it prudent to intrust a military com- 
mand of such importance to a prince pro- 
fessing political opinions and affiliations of 
go dangerous a character, and old Gen. 
Jazkewitch was assigned to the office in his 
stead. 


Deeply angered, Grand Duke Nicholas re- 
signed his command at Tiflis, returned to St. 
Petersburg, his heart full of resentment to- 
ward the emperor, and he soon aroused so 
much suspicion in high quarters by his asso- 
cjations with political suspects, and by ‘his 
correspondence with revolutionary leaders 
and prominent socialists abroad, that he was 
ordered by the czar to leave Russia for a 
time, it being pointed out to him that his old 
father, the Grand Duke Michael, who is in 
feeble health and in the south of France, 
was in need of his careand attention. There 
the grand duke has been ever since until the 
other day. He, however, left the Riviera for 
Russia within a few days after the san- 
guinary encounter between the troops and 
the populace in the streets of St. Petersburg, 
and inasmuch as it has.been officially denied 
that he has been recalled to Russia by the 
ezar, one only can assume that he has be- 
taken himself to his native land for purposes 
of his own and in defiance of the emperor’s 
wishes. 
Under the circumstances the future move 
ments of this uncle of the flancée of the crown 
prince of Germany will be watched with in- 
terest. He entertains sentiments of uncon- 
cealed bitterness and animosity toward all 
the members of the imperial family at St, 
Petersburg, without exception, and is looked 
upon by them with equal aversion, and alse 
with suspicion and apprehension, on account 
of his socialist views and revolutionary affili- 
ations. Indeed, no one need feel surprised to 
learn of his being arrested as implicated in 
some revolutionary movement, especially 
if he is caught at St. Petersburg, where his 
first cousin, Grand Duke Viadimir, who holds 
him in particular abhorrence, is in chief 
military command. One thing at any rate is 
known—namely: that Nicholas Michaelio- 
yitch is bent upon playing a great role, and 
that he is a thoroughly imbittered man. 

A great mistake which is being made con- 
stantly in connection with the present sit- 
vation in Russia is to imagine that the no- 
bles are the champions of reaction and are 
opposed to the introduction of liberal re- 
forms. Quite the contrary is the case, and 
it is a remarkable fact thet during the last 
twenty-five or thirty years all the leading 
statesmen in Russia—I mean those con- 
cerned with the internal administration of 
the empire—have with four exceptions been 
self-made men of the most obscure origin. 
In fact, the more humble their parentage 
the more pronounced has been their antag- 
onism:to lMberal reforms and more severe 
their treatment of everything in the nature 
of popular,movements.- The four exceptions 
have been Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky, Count 
Toistoi, Prince Hilkoff, and the ill fated 
Sipiagan, who was assassinated while min- 
ister of the interior. Only these four were 
nobles, and Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky is the 
most liberal statesman‘! who has ever 
office in Russia in modern times. 

The late Senator;Plehve was either a 
foundling or the a domestic servant. 
Begoliepoff, the minister.of public instruc- 
tion, murdered in 1900, was a son of a cor- 
poral in the army. Zenger, one of his suc- 
cessors, was the offspring of the janitor of 
an office building. Witte began life as a 
petty railroad clerk, and so on throughout 
the entire list. Indeed, nearly all the min- 
isters who have played a role in the internal 
administration of Russia during the last 
thirty years have been self-made men of

He apparently was in 
fine musical mood, and his playing was among 
the most masterly that the world of violin 
virtuosoship can offer today. . 
He stands easily among the few “‘ great” 
violinists of the present time, and his work 
yesterday was in all respects beyond aught 
save most unqualified praise. There is a 
manliness and strength about Kreisler’s per- 
formance both as regards technic and inter- 
pretation that make it eminently satisfying 
and irresistibly authoritative. There is no 
lack of emotional warmth or of sentiment in 
his readings, but the emotion and the senti- 
ment are those of a man—healthy, sane, and 
true. As Kreisler stands on the plattorm 
with feet firmly planted, with head held 
high, with that strong dominating chin of 
his well forward, and his clear, frank eye 
looking straight out into the concert room— 
as he stands thus waiting for the introduc- 
tory measures to be finished, he is a picture 
of splendid masculine strength, and of con- 
fident, yet genial power.

RAILROADS FEAR 
FEDERAL ACTION, 


Interstate Commission Bogy 
of Lines Involved in the 


, 


Settlement by This Means Now 
Ts Regarded as Prob- 
able. 


Fear of the interstate commerce commis- 
-sipn on the part of the railroads probably 
will hasten the settlement of the grain rate 
,war. The presidents and chief traffic offi- 
_cérs of the roads affectéd are far apart in 
their ideas of what the differential should 
be between the gulf and the Atlantic sea- 
“board, but they are unanimous in their fear 
of intervention by the commiission. 

Having: tried out their tempers at the 
meeting on Tuesday in the office of President 
Benjamin 1. Winchell of the Rock Island, 
high officials have about come to the con- 
clusion their differences can be settled only 
by arbitration. It is probable this will be 
the ultimate.solution of the difficulties, and 
at the adjourned meeting next Tuesday an 
effort will be made by one of the roads, at 
least, to secure the appointment of a 
of arbitration composed of three expert traf- 


fiemen. 
Fear Rate Reductions. 

“Tt would not do to have the interstate 
commerce commission mixing in this rate 
war,” said the traffic official of one road 
yesterday. “It would reduce rates inevita- 
bly, and the resujt of the interference would 
be that the roads would be compelled to haul 
grain at a loss to both the seaboard and 
gulf, and the shippers would not be satis- 
fied, cither. 

“There were many widely different opin- 
fons expressed at the meeting Tuesday, and 
% doubt if an agreement can be reached in 
another such meeting, but I do think the 
question could be arbitrated successfully. 

“No one can doubt the ability of New 
Orleans to handle grain satisfactorily ex- 
cept during the rainy season, when business 
from that port practically must be suspend- 
ed. -But New Orleans cannot control ths 
fleet of the Atlantig ports.” ; 

Roads Keep Up Fight. 

Although most observers believe no rate 
bill will pass the senate during the present 
session of congress, the railroads are not 
letting any grass grow under their feet in 
trying to stem the tide of public sentiment. 
Speeches still are being made against govern. 
mental interference with rates, and the 
printing presses of the publicity bureau of the 
railroads are working overtime putting these 
opinions of railroad men into pamphiet form 
for broadeast distribution all over the coun- 
try. Only one bide of the discussion is given ‘ 
in these brochures. A. C. Bird, vice presi- 
dent of the Missouri Pacific and other Gould . 
lines, left the city for Washington to appear 
before the senate interstate commerce com- 
mittee. 

_ New Equipment Ordered. 

The Harriman lines are placing big orders 
for new equipment, having ordered recently 
100 new locomotives, of which eighty are to 
be of a heavy type for freight service. Ad- 
ditional passenger and freight care also are 
to be bought. This new equipment will be 
divided between the Union and Southern Pa- 
cific roads and the Oregon Short Line. 

The Kansas City, Mexico and Orient road 
has placed an order for $1,000,000 worth of 
locomotives, to be delivéred Jan. 1, 1906. It is 
expected by that time the line between Kan- 
sas City and Sweetwater, Tex., will have 
been co ted, a distance of 638 miles.

IMPORTANT LIFE INSURANCE DECISION. 


Supreme Court of Wisconsin Rules in Favor 
of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society. 

A telegram from Madison, Wis., dated Feb. 
21, 1905, reads as follows: The test case by 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society on be- 
half of foreign insurance companies doing 
business in the state of Wisconsin has re- 
sulted in a signal victory through the de- 
cision handed down by the Supreme court 
of Wisconsin today, reversing the decision of 
the Dane County Circuit court in favor of 
Commissioner Host. The question involved 
the construction of section 1,952 of the re- 
vised statutes, the commissioner maintain- 
ing that the word “may,” as used in the 
statute, should be construed as mandatory, 
and that the instance of deferred dividend 
policies was prohibited by the statute as 
thus construed. The Supreme court holds 
that the statute ds permissive: that the 
Equitable has not violated the law in 
deferred dividend. policies; and that the 
latter form of policy, which constitutes 75 
to 80 per cent of all the insurance written, 
is valid and not in conflict with any provision 
of law. This marks the end of one of the 
most interesting and important cases in life 
insurance for many years. The case was 
resented on behalf of the society by J. G. 

Gers, D. T. Watson, and Bain 
Colby of Alexander & Colby, counsel for the 
society In New York. The commissioner of 


insurance was represented by the attorney 
general of -Wisconsin. 3
